He didn’t feel It was good pub¬ 
licity. 

Which reminds that every 
worth-while city or town is. fam¬ 
ous for something. A radio quiz 
some time ago In the States posed 
the question—which is the wind¬ 
iest place on the North American 
continent? The answer given by 
the contestant was —Chicago. 

‘‘You’re wrong,” said the quiz¬ 
master, “it’s a little town up in 
Canada named Macleod.” 


Child health authorities are in 
accord when it comes to empha¬ 
sizing the value of immunization 
in the protection of the health and 
lives of children. 

Dr. Elizabeth Chant Robertson 
of Toronto’s Hospital for Sick 
Children ‘and the University of 
Toronto’s Department of Paediat¬ 
rics-is one child health expert who~ 
finds It difficult to believe that 
"in these enlightened days” there 
are stfll people who dou*H the 
value of immunization. 

In an article “Better Be Safe” In 
the eurrent issue of HEALTH, the 
Health League of Canada's official 
magazine, Dr. Robertson expresses 
the view that “it is even harder to 
believe that there are actually 
people In Canada who know noth¬ 
ing at aU about it and who don’t 
know winn immunization means." 

To spread the gospel of immuni¬ 
zation and to emphasize to parents' 
of children who have not been 
protected, through immunization, 
against such diseases as diptherin, 
whooping cough and smallpox, the 
Health League of Canada this 
week is sponsoring “National Im¬ 
munization Week.” In cooperation 
with official Health departments, 
the Health League, a voluntary 
health education association, is at¬ 
tempting to make Canadians real¬ 
ize that the 360 deaths in Canaan 
Inst year from diphtheria and 
whooping cough were needless. 

It’s known that toxoid prevents 
diptheria. that whooping cough 
vaccine checks whooping cough, 
and that vaccination has just ' a- 
bout wiped out smallpox. 

Here is what Dr. Robertson has 
to say, about these three diseases 
and their preventives. 

Diphtheria is extremely danger¬ 
ous in young children under five 
years of age. She remarks that 
it might be possible to avoid con¬ 
tact with people who have diph¬ 
theria and to avoid the germs in 
milk by pasteurization, but it is 
impossible, except by use'of tox¬ 
oid, to prevent contracting it 
from “carriers persons who carry 
not ill themselves but who carry 
the dangerous germs in their noses 
and throats. - < ■ 

Dr! Robertson emphasizes that 
diphtheria toxoid is absolutely 
harmless and should be given first 
to children when they are six 
months old. She emphasizes the 
value of "booster” doses later on. 

Whooping cough for years has 
been regarded too lightly, accord-

Welt it sounds as if we ittlght 
have another gold rush it} these 
parts. According to the Canadian 
press two veterans have abandon¬ 
ed the’ Eldorodos of the north and 
are on the track of the long lost 
Lemon mine, west of High River. 

The story going the rounds is 
that Peterson, one of the two pros¬ 
pectors, picked up a sample of 
gold ore in the mountains west of 
High River in • 1934. He got. this 
when he was in the Elk river area 
over a mountain pass. Anyway he 
has been up in Yellowknife and 
showed this sample to Jack Hunt, 
another prospector ni Yellowknife. 
The sample assayed about 10 times 
richer than any of the Yellowknife 
mines in operation. 

So with this sample as lure, the 
two men have come out and have 
gone in with pack outfit from the 
upper High wood across Into the 
Flk river area of B.C. to relocate 
the place where.the gold ore was 
picked up. The story is given an 
extra shot wi^h the report that 
they think they may be on the 
track of the famous Lemon mine. 
That fabulous mine, a deposit of 
rure gold, was found and lost, ac¬ 
cording-to legend, somewhere be¬ 
tween Sheep Creek and the Crows 
Nest, round 1870. 

All this may probably form 
groundwork for a gold rush. Our 
gold rush of February 1931, cer¬ 
tainly had far less material to 
start on, and rolled up to terrific 
proportions before it calmed down 
and disappeared into the realm of 
forgotten "sensations.

Pot of Gold. WhakHo, Who Cares, 
19th Hole and so on. Came a time 
when the adventurers would trade 
two claims for a bottle of whiskey 
or a loaf of bread. Police were sta¬ 
tioned along the trails warning the 
amateur^ of the dangers, and gov¬ 
ernment police were sent in to 
count heads. A party of three sub¬ 
sisted for three days on two oxo 
cubes. 

They got in, and thanks to a 
kindly providence, they all got out, 
even to the. fellow that went in 
with a derby hat. But few of the 
claims were ever recoded. 

It wouldn't be surprising if an¬ 
other gold rush started in the 
wake of the two prospectors now 
allegedly searching the Elk river 
area for the lost Lemon mine But 
to most people the saskatoon rush 
west of Nanton last week seems 
more practical.

Robertson warns that chances can- 
hot be taken with the disease. 
The more unvaccinated people 
there are. the more chance there 
is of an epidemic. 

Dr. Robertson also discusses im¬ 
munization agents which are .av¬ 
ailable 'but which are not as un¬ 
iversally used or which have not 
yet been proven as effective as 
the' three above. These concern 
tetanus (lockjaw), tuberculosis, 
scarlet fever, and typhoid. 

As for the effectiveness of BCG 
in tuberculosis control, Dr. Rob¬ 
ertson comments: “It may be that 
It will provide an additional wea¬ 
pon in our war against this 
disease."

On Tuesday, September 7th, af¬ 
ter school, a number of the mem¬ 
bers of the Garden Club together 
with parents motored down for an 
inspection of the Provincial Men¬ 
tal Hospital."' 

The party was met by Mr. Tom 
Summerfield and the District Ag¬ 
riculturist and points of Interest 
brought to the party’s notice. The 
visitors were particularly Impres¬ 
sed with the plants in the Green¬ 
house, grown by Mr. Summerfield, 
and by the heavy display of fruit 
in the orchard. 

The Club expressed appreciation 
for Mr. Summerfield arranging 
this tour and for Miss Hill, Matron 
in charge, making the Hospital 
grounds available to them. 

The cold weather we had last 
weekend did not kiU any aphids 
but it did slow them up consider¬ 
able both in the rate of multiply¬ 
ing and in the damage they were 
doing. However, the return of 
warmer weather saw them back 
in action doing more damage but 
at a somewhat slower rate than 
when first noticed. 

Mr. Kloppenborg and Mr. Swails 
of Lethbridge took pictures of ap¬ 
hids and 'aphid destruction to be 
used by entomologists of the Do¬ 
minion Laboratories. Mr. Gordon 
Jackson of. Claresholm took a 
number of similar pictures to be 
used by the Provincial Department 
of Pest Control in work to find 
a means of coping with this in-' 
sect on future occasions. 

Another kind of aphid has been 
doing damage on poplar frees in 
shelter belts and has been found 
in large numbers east of Clares¬ 
holm. Spraying trees with a sol¬ 
ution of Nicotine Sulphate Soap 
and Water can be recommended as 
a protection for the shelterbelt 
trees.

GULLY EROSION CONTROL 
BY CONTOUR DYKES 

Dominion Experimental Station 
Lethbridge, Alberta 
Weekly Letter 

The spring of 1948 will be well 
remembered in many districts for 
the serious gully erosion caused by 
spring runoff water. Many of the 
gullies formed have caused incon¬ 
venience in farming operations 
throughout the year and unless 
further gullying is stopped serious 
damage to fields may result. 

Fall is the time when gully con¬ 
trol should be given attention. 
There are two methods of control. 
If a gully usually carries a large 
volume of runoff water it Is best 
to seed It to grass. A previous 
weekly letter has dealt with this 
type of control. Where the amount 
of vvater carried is not excessive 
contour dykes can be constructed 
across the gully to carry water 
away from the gully and seeding 
to grass Is not necessary. Both 
methods of control have proved 
quite successful on southern Al¬ 
berta substations. 

Before the constructing of con¬ 
tour dykes it is first necessary to 
fill the eroded gully so that farm 
machinery can cross without dif¬ 
ficulty. This can be done by 
ploughing In botb sides and finish¬ 
ing'with a small grader. The one¬ 
way disk can replace the plough 
In this work. When this Job is 
completed the bottom of the draw 
should be about ten feet wide and 
(evel and the sides should be slop¬ 
ed. .The construction of contour 
dykes can now be done. 

Thetee or four contour dykes In 
half a mile usually are sufficient 
with the first one being construct¬ 
ed at the top of the drdw.. The 
plough, grader, and one-way disk 
can be used in constructing con¬ 
tour dykes. When the dyke is com¬ 
pleted it should be at least ten 
feet wide and about sixteen inches 
high and .the ditch on the upper 
side should be about sixteen inches 
deep. The length 'depends on the 
contour of the land, the dykes be¬ 
ing led to places where erosion 
will not take place. Starting at 
the grade should be about tlx In¬ 
ches to one hundred feet, and 
when the water is safely away 
from the draw the grade is lessen¬ 
ed until the last one hundred feet 
Is lev-el. 

Gully erosion control is not dif¬ 
ficult and ^ does not take much 
time. The time spent is more than 
made up by elimtnaUng the In¬ 
conveniences and subsequent ser¬ 
ious damage caused by the pres¬ 
ence of gullies.

DO NOT CROWD. 

A NEW HEDGE 

Soil should always be carefully 
prepared for a new hedge by dig-, 
ging out a trench about eighteen 
inches deep and a least twice as 
wide as the spread of the roots of 
the young plants, says R. W. Ol¬ 
iver, Assistant, Ornamental Horti¬ 
culture, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. A liberal dressing 
of well routed manure should be 
dug into the bottom of this trench 
and covered with a few inches of 
well pulverized sandy or clay loam 
top soil. When the plants are put 
In place more of this good top 
soil should be put around the roots 
and firmly tramped down before 
being watered liberally. 

The plants should be placed in 
a single row, rathef than In a 
double fow with the plants, stag¬ 
gered. This * latter method uses 
more plants and more space, is, 
harder to trim into a good shape 
and always leaves a poor end at 
a gate or path where any uneven¬ 
ness is noticed. 

The distance apart at which the 
plants should be placed will vary 
with the material used and the 
height to which It Is desired to 
have the hedge grow. Erect grow¬ 
ing shrubs like privet and the 
truehedge columnberry used in a 
low hedge should be placed nine 
inches to one foot apart. More 
bushy plants, which make a taller 
hedge, should be placed about 
eighteen inches apart. 

Deciduous hedges should be 
planted In the autumn as' the

Another day'we visited Shifford, Wolstone. 


The latter was one of the most 
unique villages I saw in England. 
Nestling far from any bus or rail¬ 
way route, every thatched house 
was a perfect picture and there 
is an inn over 600 years old. 

The entire village consisting of 
inn. 20 cottages, 3 farms, and • 
large manor house was recently 
offered for sate. The price askgd 
for the whole things was £85,000 


the present owner being my cou¬ 
sin Arthur Carter. It is a very 
historic spot on the Thames river, 
consisting of 400 acres on which 
is the old home, workmen’s cot¬ 
tages. an ancient tithe barn 135 
ft. long by 48ft. high with walls 
48 inches thick and thatched roof, 
dating from 1600. There is also a 
small, family church near which 
King Alfred held one of the earl¬

Mrs. Vera MacDonald, Supervis¬ 
or- of the Home Economics Service 
tells us that canning in tin cans 
is becoming increasingly popular 
and rural homemakers who do a 
considerable amount of canning 
gre finding this method a real 
time and energy saver. There is 
no worry about breakage — af¬ 
ter the cans are sealed they are 
plunged into, boiling water for pro¬ 
cessing. When the processing is 
completed, the cans are plunged 
into cold water and in a very 
short time -stored away. In this 
way, the kitchen does -not .become 
cluttered tvith sealers that are be¬ 
ing cooled. To seal the cans at 
home it is necessary to have a 
cansealing machine. This may be 
bought at department and hard¬ 
ware stores. It is advisable to buy 
a machine which will reflange the 
cans so you will' be able to use 
them next year. Oft«»j> two or 
three families buy and share the 
one machine. Tin cans’ vary in 
price according to 6ize and wheth¬ 
er ..they are jglain or enamel lined. 
Enamelled cans are used for red 
, fruits to prevent fading in color. 
It is usual to use the cans 3 times 
although some families have used 
them for several years — as the 
cans become smaller they ar° us¬ 
ed for meat and fish. 

Some housewives wonder if they 
should buy a pressure cooker or 
a can-sealing machine. If large 
ciuantities of food are to be can¬ 
ned, then the canning machine 
will save more time and energy

Diversified 

Farming 

(Experimental Farm News) 

Information complied at the Do¬ 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, shows that mixed farming 
is more profitable than straight 
grain growing, that summerfal¬ 
lowing is only necessary every sev¬ 
en or eight years or not at all; 
that diversified farming rotations 
help control many weeds and that 
the inclusion of a legume in the 
hay mixture and an application of 
barnyard manure will maintain 
the fertility of the soil at a high 
level. 

Possibly the most interesting in¬ 
formation recorded is that of 
wheat following summerfallow in 
comparison with wheat following 
intertilled crops. Wheat grown on 
summer fallowed land in a rotation 
of summerfallow, wheat and 
wheat gave a 34 year average of 
24.1 bushels per aore while wheat 
after an inter-tilled crop in a mix¬ 
ed farming rotation which is sum- 
merfallowed every seven years 
produced a 36 year average yield 
of 36.5 bushels per acre. Most in¬ 
teresting of all is ci 37 year aver¬ 
age yield of wheat of 34.7 bushels 
per acre following an inter-tilled 
crop in a diversified farming ro¬ 
tation which has not included any 
summerfallowing since 1911' 

A study of farm revenue pro¬ 
duced on Illustration Stations and 

J listrict Experimental Stations 
upervised from the Lacombe Sta¬ 
tion indicates the trend towards 
diversified farming throughout 
Central Alberta. 

A summary of this study shows 
that grain was responsible for 24. 
41 per cent of the farm revenue, 
cattle and dairy products for 41. 
83 per cent, hogs for 20.49 per 
cent poultry for 4.91 per cent, dnd 
miscellaneous for 3.46 per cent, 
and that 5 per cent of the value 
of the farm revenue was consum¬ 
ed at home. 

Observations made throughout 
the farming district served by the 
LAcombe Station indicate that the 
trend in farming is following that 
indicated by the information; and 
that farmers operating diversified 
farms in the different soil zones 
of Central Alberta are better off 
financially, have more productive 
farms and farms which are freer 
from weeds; have better homes, 
and live a happier and more com¬ 
plete home life, tharto the farmer 
who depends on all grain or all 
live stock, or the farmer who puts 
all his eggs in one basket.
